U.S. Note On 

~ Indonesi: 

The Hague, Dee.' 15.—Dutch 
newspapers said on Wednesday 
that’ the Netherlands Govern- 
ment has received a new note 
from the United States on the 
Indonesia crisis. . 

The note made clear that the U.S. 
State Department belleves it fs 
possible for the Dutch Government 
to continue negotiations with the 
Indonesian Republic through the 
Good Offices Commission of the 
“United — Nations —in—-Batavia,— the 
newspapers said. 

There was no confirmation at the 
U.S. Embassy. The Dutch cabinet 
discussed for the third straight day 
Its next step in Indonesia but 
made no announcement.. : 

On Saturday the Dutch aid they 
would no longer negotiate with the 
Indonesian Republic. The Dutch 
said they would Issue a decree for 
formal establishment of an Interim 
Government in_ Indonesia without 
the Indonesian Republic. 

On Tuesday. the Dutch received u 
note- from Premler Mohamed Hatta 
of the Indonesian Republic suggest- 
ing talks be’ resumed. Mr Hatta 
was said to have expressed the Re- 
publican willingness to recognise tho 
Dutch. sovereignty in the meantime. 

This development was, believed to 
have ,forestailed issuance of the 
decree. on forming the Interim- 
Government—the forerunner to 9 
United States af Indonesia with equal 
representation ‘In the Dutch Empire.
